DESCRIPTION OFFERINGS: Psychodiagnostics. This offering will stress the use 
projective measures also analysis psychometric patterns and behavorial 
assessment approaches personality evaluation. Goals the course include 
prehensive survey the more widely used methods, the discussion validity re- 
lation specific purposes, the selection techniques for specific problems, and 
practice the utilization test results obtain information relevant the 
treatment planning for the patient. Diagnosis the broad sense adequate and 
meaningful description the patient's personality will stressed rather than the 
labeling disease entities. Some opportunity for learning new techniques will 
provided and adjustment made the needs enrolled members the class. 


Morning sessions will devoted lectures and discussions. Afternoon 
working with sample protocols. Case material will drawn from psychotic adults, 
adults and children. 


Therapy with Adults. The course will the nature workshop built around the 
specific purposes and problems members the group. probable that 
ation will given such topics as: the attitudes the therapist; the problem 
creating therapeutic relationship; the process therapy; research psychotherapy; 
special problems arising therapy. Recorded and transcribed case material will 
available for study and analysis. 


with Children. This offering will include consideration the various thera- 
pies, treatment techniques and procedures used child guidance work with individual 
children. accompanying emphasis the associated case-work with the mother 
part the treatment process will made. Problems arising the clinical supervi- 
sion students will receive considerable attention. The institute methods will 
lectures, case presentations and discussions. expected that participants this 
institute will be, because their past training and experience, actual potential 
clinical supervisors psychologists their required clinical year, and therefore 
preference will given those applicants who are postdoctoral, (2) clinical 
psychologists working the children's field, and (3) supervisors clinical psycho- 
logists their internship year. 


Clinical Research. The course clinical research can serve its purpose best out- 
current trends clinical research and pointing out the problems whose solution 
vital further progress. The actual selection specific material covered 
the course ought left the consensus the participants sufficient time 
available for reaching such agreement prior the 
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The areas most vital current clinical research are: (1) Diagnostic and prognostic 
tests and techniques—their constructions and validation. (2) Evaluations outcome 
therapy. (3) Experimental design for clinical problems with view subsequent 
statistical treatment data. 


The first topic covers: screening tests, objectification scoring techniques for 
present-day projective tests, development new projective devices for measuring spe- 
cific clinical variable. The second topic covers the problem and post-treatment 
evaluation, and the actuarial problems involved determining the worth given 
therapy with special reference improvement rates. The third topic 
deals with problems the most efficient design for clinical research, the number 
cases included and the techniques utilized the analyses the re- 
sults. The methods chi square for enumeration data, the exact method for 
contingency table for small numbers cases, analysis variance when more than one 
factor varied experimentally the same experiment, analysis covariance for con- 
trolling the incidental variables not the focus investigator's attention, intra- 
individual statistics for the analysis single case, factor analysis, pattern ana- 
lysis, and discriminant functions applied clinical data. 


The first several days will devoted introduction the above problems, and 
the rest the time specific problems each the areas found most pertinent 
the group. Perhaps the participants will present their own research problems for 
group discussion and solution. For this reason, those with specific research 
lems requiring solution will probably benefit most from participating this course. 


EXECUTIVE 
The Executive Committee met with committee chairmen representatives Atlantic

Br. Rogers reported his activities, including heavy routine Division correspondence, 
appointment the Committee Relations Educational Psychology and the Committee 
Joint Meetings with the E.P.A., and meeting with the Secretary January. 


Dr. Roe reported the activities the Secretary's Office. Routine been 
very heavy. The Office has received and processed 211 applications for membership 

and sent out evaluation letters. the vote changes, 185 were received. 
All proposed amendments were passed. 229 nominating ballots have been received and 
turned over the chairman the Nominating Committee. The Treasurer's report was 
approved the Auditing Committee and the Executive Committee. 


addition discussion committee reports and problems abstracted below, the 
following actions were taken: call the attention the membership the Binet 
Memorial Fund and present another By-Law change the members this Newsletter. 


MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE: (Robert Young, Chairman) was decided: (1) that new ap- 
plication blanks not printed until the Committee has worked with the present one 
this year; (2) that the future the application blank contain clause asking each 
applicant wishes automatic transfer his application from Fellowship As- 
sociateship found ineligible for the former; (3) that the future member- 
ship requirements included the form letter evaluators. 


COMMITTEE JOINT MEETINGS WITH THE E.P.A. Kutash reporting): This Committee 
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was appointed the request members the Denver meeting. appeared that the 
EPA did not favor joint meeting involving any clinical content program. This 
extensive discussion the whole problem the relation regional 
tions the national group and the apparent desire for more clinical programs than 
present are available. The the Committee was accepted with particular 
thanks for their hard work, and was instructed pursue the larger problem 
terms bringing back recommendations the Executive Committee what things 
might done the Division the future. 


NOMINATIONS (David Wechsler, Chairman): The Committee makes the fol- 
lowing statement about the results voting the proposed By-Law amendments and 
membership ballotting. response the request for vote the membership 
the proposed revision nomination procedures the following results were obtained: 
133 votes revision nomination procedures, votes the revision; all 
other By-Law amendments were passed majority vote. Although the importance 
the matter being voted would seem have warranted larger number vot- 
ing returns, nevertheless this represents clear-cut preference for the By-Law 
amendment. 


Regarding the returns nomination preferences the membership, the total number 
ballots sent the Secretary's Office was 229. This, again, rather less than 
one would want for active membership participation the choice offices, but 
represents roughly per cent return the membership. The Chairman wishes 
report that Atlantic City the Executive Committee decided that the new amendment 
should into effect immediately; therefore, this year's slate Division nominees 
when appears will not include selections the Nominating Committee and will in- 
clude only the choices the membership. 


(Norman Cameron, Chairman): The Division now has ten half-day 
sessions scheduled for the Annual Meeting with the understanding that one will 
joint-session. letter from Dr. Wolfle joint meeting with the Society for 
Projective Techniques was discussed and was agreed that: (1) The Division does 
not wish any way reject hamper the Society for Projective Techniques. 
The Division aware that they have the past met with the APA and other groups 
such the EPA and that this has seemed satisfactory all concerned. (2) The 
Division has objection the Society for Projective Techniques having busi- 
ness meeting scheduled the time the Meeting the APA, providing the 
time does not conflict with any activities the Division. (3) The Division would 
object programs conflicting either time content with the Division's own 
programs. The Division does not wish lose give 
any its program time nor does wish give control any part its program 
another group. (5) The Division would, however, entirely willing list the 
Society joint sponsor program long the Division selects the papers. 


COMMITTEE PRIVATE PRACTICE (Keith Sward, Chairman, reporting mail): The re- 
port gives full details the organization group APA clinical psychologists 
private practice Los Angeles. They are actively working the following 
program: (1) code ethics; (2) means enforcing this code locally; (3) mal- 
practice insurance; exploration possible working arrangements with the Los 
Angeles County Medical Society; (5) including key medical people speakers; (6) 
licensing; (7) relations with university staffs. 


PSYCHOTHERAPY COMMITTEE (Stanley Estes, Chairman): The chairman reported detail 
such analyses the questionnaire have been made since the report given the 
Denver meeting. There was long discussion the problems, implications and pos- 
sibilities further analysis. was agreed that the Committee should proceed 
with further analyses. 
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COMMITTEE INTERPROFESSIONAL RELATIONS (Pauline Sears, Chairman): The Committee sug- 
gested submitting proposal for APA symposium concerned with "danger 
areas". The Executive Committee felt inadvisable have any quick, open discussion 
local spots" planned for this fall and that would good plan set 
fact-finding group explore all aspects both the local “hot spots" and the areas 
where relations are particularly good before having any open discussion. The second 
gestion made the Interprofessional Relations Committee that the stress interpro- 
fessional relationships has been mostly concentrated the 
relationship. has been suggested that actually the largest group the group which 
engaged primarily university teaching and that the emotional climate surrounding 
proposed training facilities, joint teaching, etc., might excellent area for 
tigation. There was full agreement this second suggestion and the 
port was seconded and carried.

JOINT COMMITTEE WITH THE DIVISION PERSONALITY AND SOCIAL PSYCHOLOGY (Saul Rosenzweig, 
Chairman): The Committee has discussed the possibility workshop where problems 

clinical practice and personality theory could explored; the Committee looking 
into the question overlapping interests the two Divisions, but yet these things 
under discussion have not been actively looked into. 


RESEARCH COMMITTEE (Robert Harris, Chairman, reporting The Committee has pre- 
pared list sources funds for research clinical psychology which will 
graphed the Division Office; copy will sent any member request cost 
cents per copy.

Some the Committee are somewhat concerned with the proportion time given sym- 
posia, round tables, etc., the program the annual meeting, feeling that this has 
been the expense reports research. the division time 
between the two types presentation reflects the wishes the membership.

which have been unpopular for various reasons curtail them. 


COMMITTEE PUBLICATION OUTLETS CLINICAL PSYCHOLOGY (Robert Holt, Chairman, 
ing mail): Activities the Committee are: (1) collecting whatever information 
available from published sources, such the reports the APA Committee 
tions and the Board Editors; (2) communication with these APA committees about our 
problem and our plans for approaching solution; (3) drafting letter the edi- 
tors psychological journals which publish clinical psychological material, explain- 
ing them our objectives, and asking for their cooperation supplying with infor- 
mation that available them; development postcard questionnaire the 
members the Division find out how many persons have published recently and how 
many intend write for publication the near future; (5) development detailed 
questionnaire preparation those members the Division who indi- 
cate that they are writing for publication, learn from them about their experiences 
recent years attempting get their output published and their plans for the 
future more detail.

DIAGNOSTIC DEVICES (Joseph Zubin, Chairman, reporting mail): The 
lowing projects which were begun last year under Dr. Benton's chairmanship are still 
under way: (1) Survey Clinical Practice Diagnostic Devices (Schafer together 
with and Pennington), questionnaire enclosed. (2) Survey Current 
search the Field Diagnostic Testing (Bell). The Committee would like make 
suggestion regarding the possibility providing sort "Bureau Standards" for 
diagnostic devices. many tests and techniques were published that might 
well establish some agency which will serve check the claims each testmaker 
the way the Bureau Standards checks new drugs accordance with drug and food laws. 
\As soon new technique published, some centers throughout the country could 
uncertake apply the test sample with that used the testmaker and 
independently evaluate the claims for the test. Time may have elapse before the 
validity accuracy the tests become apparent, but once such Bureau established, 
new testmakers, knowing that there agency available for determing the accuracy 
their claims, may spend more time validation before issuing the test. Further- 
more, the consensus the research workers who will selected for evaluating the 
test might serve means whether the test question lives 
its claims. Another suggestion which the Committee would like offer arrange 
symposium the forthcoming meeting "The Prognostic Use Diagnostic Devices". 
Prognostic tests are now use screening selecting patients for the various 
therapies, selecting trainees, clinical psychiatrists and psychoana- 
lysts. The Committee would welcome the advisability such sym- 
posium well suggestions possible participants.
